It is one of the cardinal principles 
of our country that a man has a 
right to do as he please, as long as 
he does not harm others. We will 
always grant that a deaf man has 
the right to earn his living in any 
way he please. However, when he 
does so in such a manner as to 
bring disgrace to the deaf as a 
class, then he is doing a very def¬ 
inite harm. When harm is done it 
is time for action to be taken. 

We refer, of course to the dis¬ 
graceful racket of peddling. It 
would not be so bad, perhaps, if 
this were done in desperation, and 
the wares a proper kind of mer¬ 
chandise. As it is, however, the 
peddling of alphabet cards and the 
plea of help because the peddler is 
deaf, is equivalent to dragging our 
name in the mud. It is too well 
known to bear repeating that the 
deaf are all too often judged by the 
actions of a single individual, and 
the peddler who sells in taverns, 
in stores and on the street is in¬ 
viting people to compare you with 
him, and you know what they will 
think. 

This peddling racket seems to be 
flourishing all over the country at 
this time. Several of our young 
men here in Indiana are engaged 
in it. We know that all of these 
men have had good jobs and could 
get others if they wished, but they 
prefer the easy money that comes 
from peddling and making people 
compare you to them. Some of 
these men have quit good secure 


jobs just for what they thought 
was fun and adventure. Their fun 
and adventure is doing HARM to us 
all. 

The forthcoming I.A.D. Reunion 
should be a good time for the up¬ 
right deaf citizens of Indiana to 
take action. Prom our collective 
thinking some plan should take 
form to make Indiana too hot for 
these undesirables. And a good 
beginnig would be to let them know 
that they will not be welcome at 
our Reunion.
